The Seed Cometh 

In Strasbourg, France, there is a beautiful cathedral called Cathedrale Notre Dame-de-Strasbourg. It is 

intensely detailed with artistic enhancements and architectural wonders. Detailed! The word is almost 
inadequate for use in describing this structure. One stands in amazement at the grandeur, the planning 
and the immense cost that went into erecting this work of art. 

But the cathedral is nothing compared to the planning, preparation, creation, care, purpose and cost that 
God used, and uses, for us and this world. Think of its grandeur - the very big things - and the very 
small things — and how it all goes together! The life forms, chemical/physical structures, the atmosphere 
all of this from a transcendent, loving, and always present God! 

Here is the major difference between the builders of this cathedral and the Creator of "All Things." Our 
Creator is our LOVING God. The builders of the cathedral were worshippers of that earthly trinity named 
ME, Myself, and I. 

Let's look some more, at the intricate plan of God for His creation. Let's look at what God revealed to us 
in the Old Testament about the coming Head Crusher, the Seed of the Woman. If you review Genesis 
3:1 5, you will recall that the Seed of Woman indicates a virgin birth. So we will be looking at the Old 
Testament prophecies concerning the coming virgin born Seed that will destroy Satan. We have seen in 
this same chapter that the hope God gave to Adam and Eve about this Seed was that life, not death, 
could be the result. 

Believe it or not, Genesis 3 is not the "beginning" for this Seed. 

The Seed Cometh: 

"Of old You founded the earth, And the heavens are the work of Your hands. "Even 
they will perish, but You endure; And all of them will wear out like a garment; 
Like clothing You will change them and they will be changed. "But You are the same, 
And Your years will not come to an end. "The children of Your servants will continue, 
And their descendants will be established before You." 

Psalms 102:25-28 

Interesting passage, it says that this person founded the earth. But how is this person identified 
as the Seed? In Hebrews the same passage is quoted and attaches to the person of Jesus 
Christ - 

But of the Son He says, 

"Your throne, O God, is forever and ever, And the righteous scepter is the scepter of His 
kingdom. — And, "You, Lord, in the beginning laid the foundation of the earth, 
And the heavens are the works of Your hands; 

Hebrews 1: 8, 

Again, Jesus Christ is identified as the person through which All Things were created and is God. 
He is also identified as the Son, He is God the Son. He is the Seed. 



But when the fullness of the time came, God sent forth His Son, born of a woman, born 
under the Law,

The Roman Catholic doctrine about apostolic succession from Peter hangs on their 
interpretation of Matt 16:18. In that verse Christ calls Peter "Petrous" - which is Greek for a 
stone, a moveable stone. Then Christ says and upon THIS Rock "Petra" - Greek for a big, 
unmoveable ROCK - this is defined for us when Christ says that His church is founded upon it 
and the gates of hell will not prevail against it. That Rock is Christ, Himself. He never 
transferred the authority for the church to Peter. 



Consider the Old Testament use of the word "rock." In the Greek translation of the Old 
Testament, the word Petra (big unmoveable rock, or cliff) as a descriptive name of God in the 
verse that follows. The Greeks had occupied Israel for a couple of hundred years before the 
Romans took over. Greek was a language in common use and Christ frequently quoted from 
this translation. Here is the verse translated from the Hebrew Old Testament. It is clear that 
the ROCK has to do with God. 

He said, 

"The Lord is my rock and my fortress and my deliverer; My God, my rock, in whom I 
take refuge, My shield and the horn of my salvation, my stronghold and my refuge; 
My savior, You save me from violence. 

2 Sam 22:2-3 

"The Rock ! His work is perfect, For all His ways are just; A God offaithfulness and 
without injustice, Righteous and upright is He. 

Deu 32:4 

The Deuteronomy verse clearly applies the name Rock as a name of the Lord. Christ is the 
"Petra" or a big, unmoveable Rock of Matthew 16:18. There is much more to say on this 
subject and it will be dealt with in a future chapter.

Psalms 68:18-19 

The verse above is one of the verses used to justify the idea that at Christ' s death upon the cross, He then 
descended into hell. The purpose was to go to the 'holding" area filled with "good guys (captives awaiting His 
deliverance) and to take them to heaven with Him - "leading captivity captive." This idea is embodied in the 
"Apostle's Creed." This creed was never seen by an Apostle. Had it been it would have been scorned as doing 
violence to the Scriptures. 

The very next verse in this Psalm says this - vs 20 God is to us a God of deliverances; And to God the Lord belong 
escapes from death. 

The idea here is to deliver those who are captive to sin and death to the freedom of life. This is Christ's mission. 
Here is how it is stated in Isaiah: (Christ read this passage to the Synagogue and stated that it referred to Him - 
see Luke 4:18) 

The Spirit of the Lord God is upon me, Because the Lord has anointed me To bring good news to the afflicted; He 
has sent me to bind up the brokenhearted, To proclaim liberty to captives And freedom to prisoners; To proclaim 
the favorable year of the Lord 

Isaiah 61:1-2 

This is Christ's ministry. It is also the ministry of the Church, of which Jesus Christ is still the ACTIVE head. It was to 
begin at Jerusalem and spread through out the world. It did. It did it with and continues to do it with the direct 
power of God upon local churchs. Here is what the Prophet Joel said — 



"It will come about after this That I will pour out My Spirit on all mankind; 
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Joel 2:2-29 



It was no longer JUST Israel, but all the world that God was working on. The Gentiles, set aside from Babylon until 
the crucifixion of Christ were now equal with Israel. A new thing was brought into being. It was the church. It 
happened after Christ ascended to the right hand of the Father. It began in Jerusalem. 

But Peter, taking his stand with the eleven, raised his voice and declared to them: "Men ofJudea and all you who 
live in Jerusalem, let this be known to you and give heed to my words. "For these men are not drunk, as you 
suppose, for it is only the third hour of the day; but this is what was spoken of through the prophet Joel: 

'And it shall be in the last days,' God says, 'That I will pour forth of My Spirit on all mankind; And your sons and your 

DAUGHTERS SHALL PROPHESY, AND YOUR YOUNG MEN SHALL SEE VISIONS, AND YOUR OLD MEN SHALL DREAM DREAMS; EVEN ON MY 
BONDSLAVES, BOTH MEN AND WOMEN, I WILL IN THOSE DAYS POUR FORTH OF MY SPIRIT And they shall prophesy. 'AND I WILL 
GRANT WONDERS IN THE SKY ABOVE AND SIGNS ON THE EARTH BELOW, BLOOD, AND FIRE, AND VAPOR OF SMOKE. 'THE SUN WILL BE 
TURNED INTO DARKNESS AND THE MOON INTO BLOOD, BEFORE THE GREAT AND GLORIOUS DAY OF THE LORD SHALL COME. 'AND IT SHALL 
BE THAT EVERYONE WHO CALLS ON THE NAME OF THE LORD WILL BE SAVED. ' 

"Men of Israel, listen to these words: Jesus the Nazarene, a man attested to you by God with miracles and wonders 
and signs which God performed through Him in your midst, just as you yourselves know— this Man, delivered over 
by the predetermined plan and foreknowledge of God, you nailed to a cross by the hands of godless men and put 
Him to death. "But God raised Him up again, putting an end to the agony of death, since it was impossible for Him 
to be held in its power. "For David says of Him, 

7 saw the Lord always in my presence; For He is at my right hand, so that I will not be shaken. 'Therefore my heart was 
glad and my tongue exulted; moreover my flesh also will live in hope; because you will not abandon my soul to hades, 
Nor allow Your Holy One to undergo decay. 'You have made known to me the ways of life; You will make me full of 
gladness with Your presence.' 

"Brethren, I may confidently say to you regarding the patriarch David that he both died and was buried, and his 
tomb is with us to this day. "And so, because he was a prophet and knew that God had sworn to him with an oath to 
seat one of His descendants on his throne, he looked ahead and spoke of the resurrection of the Christ, that He was 

NEITHER ABANDONED TO HADES, NOR DID His flesh SUFFER DECAY. 

"This Jesus God raised up again, to which we are all witnesses. "Therefore having been exalted to the right hand of 
God, and having received from the Father the promise of the Holy Spirit, He has poured forth this which you both 
see and hear. "For it was not David who ascended into heaven, but he himself says: 

'The Lord said to my Lord, "Sit at My right hand, Until I make Your enemies a footstool for Your feet. " ' 

"Therefore let all the house of Israel know for certain that God has made Him both Lord and Christ— this Jesus 
whom you crucified."
